While emphasizing that “the 
biggest battles” on the war fronts 
are yet to be fought and that a 
great need for landing craft, 
heavier and longer range combat 
aircraft, radio, radar and ships 
“will continue for many months,” 
the Senate's war investigating 


committee asserted: 
“Production officials say the

plies for the War Department will 
have been manufactured within 
60 to 90 days, the job thereafter 
will be to supply the items of spe- 
cial need, replace damaged and 
destroyed materials and improve 
quality. 

“The problem now and for the 
future will be to produce as much 
more war material as will be re- 
quired and at the same time a 
vent the home economy from 
weakening.” 

Civillan Needs Grow. 

Essential civilian needs are 
greater than they were a year 
ago, and unless new farm ma- 
chinery and replacement parts for 
both farm machinery and trucks 
are made “the injury to our econ- 
omy will be serious,” the commit- 
tee said in its third annual report 
to Congress. 

Although there still will be man 
power shortages in certain areas, 
“the extent of such areas and the 
degree of crisis will be so very 
much less that the committee does 
not believe that so drastic a rem- 
edy as the enactment of a man 
power draft statute is warranted, 
the report said. 

Apparently referring to admin- 
istration arguments that a nation- 
al service law would be a weapon 
against strikes, it declared that 
strikes occurring in mining, man- 
ufacturing and construction in 
1943 “resulted in a loss of man 
power of less than one-fourth of 
1 per cent of the man power ac- 
tually used, whereas the man pow- 
er contributed by labor in that 
period exceeded that used in 1939 
by 76 per cent.” 

In addition to the “fundamental 
objection to the regimentation of 
the people and the, further en- 
croachment of the military on 
eur economy,” the committee said, 
“the man power problem is too 
complex and difficult to be solved 
by any such easy means as pase- 
ing a man power draft statute.

The annual dinner of the White 
House Correspondents’ Association 
attracted just about every impor- 
tant official in Washington, in- 
cluding the heads of the armed 
forces, Gen. George C. Marshall 
and Adm, Ernest J. King. 

Unlike his practice at the din- 
ners in the past, Roosevelt had 
nothing to say. On the other 
hand, the correspondents chose 
the occasion to fire several sly 
digs at the Chief Executive, who 
chuckled fZgood-humoredly.

“His casualties in dead and 
wounded are éstimated at 3000. 
Seven hundred of his dead were 
buried by our men on the western 
perimeter of the field alone. We 
lost 61 killed and 244 wounded. 
Our troops are preparing to re- 
sume the advance. 

“During the day, our naval units 
had bombarded enemy shore in- 
stallations at Lorengau and Sead- 
ler Harbor. In the air, our me- 
dium and attack units had exe- 
cuted close support missions. One 
of eight enemy fighters attempt- 
ing interception was shot down.”

Front Reported as Morass. 

“The near future will reveal 
whether the calming down is a 
result of the mud period which 
set in early this year or whether 
it is merely a pause for the bring- 
ing up of new Soviet divisions 
which is indicated by concentra- 
tions in various sectors of the 
front.” 

Other Berlin reports said the 
entire front was a morass as rain 
and thaw deteriorated roads. 

The Germans, however, said 
Russian armies around Narva had 
torn “several breaches” in their 
defenses, bit said some had been 
eliminated or narrowed by coun- 
terattacks.

Stettinius made these disclosures 
at a special press conference, He 
said he would not go so far as to 
say that this constituted non- 
recognition of the Farrell govern- 
ment because relations never had 
been started. Thus, he appeared 
to leave the way open for Amer- 
ican action in either direction. 

And that action, he indicated, 
will depend on what Argentina 
does now. 

Stettinius put the issue square- 
ly up to Farrell by saying there 
are many things Argentina can do 
to improve relations with this 
country, for instance: 

‘1. Intern Axis diplomats, mili- 
tary attaches and other agents 
who have been at liberty in Ar- 
gentina, though relations with 
Germany have been broken, 

2. Clean up Axis espionage rings 
in Argentina, Stettinius recalled 
that former President Ramirez 
|} himself described Buenos Aires as 
a hotbed of international espi- 
onage. 

3, Stop smuggling of critical war 
materials which still go to the en- 
emy from Argentina. 

4. Control communications which 
still. exist between Axis agents in 
Argentina and their homelands, 

5. Control more effectively busi- 
ness institutions in Argentina 
which still have an Axis tinge. 

These are just a few of the 
things Argentina could do, Stettin- 
jus repeated. 

Hé said the Farrell government 
possibly could become acceptable 
to the United States by co-operat- 
ing in hemispheric solidarity and 
taking the steps to prove it. 

Stettinius raised a doubt over

Chile Accepts Farrell’s Govern- 
ment as Succeeding Kamirez’.

The major wartime issue before 
the special session, which the Gov- 
ernor has been considering calling 
for weeks, will be amendment of 
the election laws to make ade- 
quate provision for voting by Mis- 
sourians absent from the State in 
military service. - 

Present Laws. 

Last year the Legislature, in 
regular session, passed two acts 
amending the election laws to pro- 
vide a maximum period of 31 days 
for application for, transmittal 
and return of absentee ballots by | 
persons in military service. This' 
period has been declared inade- 
quate. 

The Governor has not disclosed 
what extension of time he will 
recommend in bills now being 
drafted in his office. The period 
to be proposed is expected to be 
more than 45 days. 

None of the 42 recommendations 
‘by the Governor contained spe- 
cific proposals as to amendments 
or amounts of money to be ap- 
propriated. The Governor said 
these details would be supplied in 
his message to the Legislature 
when it convenes. 

The call contains an authoriza- 
tion to consider absentee voting 
by civilians, but this does not 
mean the relaxing of the present 
constitutional restriction that Mis- 
souri civilians may vote absen- 
tee ballots only if they are absent 
from their home counties but with- 
in the State on election day. 

Donnell said the civilian recom- 
mendation was included to enable 
the Legislature to repeal and re- 
enact the civilian provisions, if 
necessary, in changing provisions 
of the gw applicable to persons in 
military service. 

Chance for Politics. 

Under the constitution the leg- 
isiature in a special session may 
pass legislation only on subjects 
designated by the Governor in his 
call or in subsequent spécial mes- 
sages, but this will’ not bar the 
Legislature from conducting in- 
vestigations or making partisan 
political capital in a campaign 


year. 

The length of the session is 
problematical. The Governor can- 
not set a time limit. The session 
may continue two months. or 
more, considering the number of 
recommendations and the fact 
this is a campaign year.

The “evening of pleasure” for 
which Rudolph L. Schaefer, a re- 
tired restaurant owner who died 
last July 2, bequeathed $500 to the

Schaefer was a great man for 
fried chicken, the members re- 
called. The keynote announcement 
by Master of Ceremonies W. A. 
Mueller pleased everybody, too. 
“This party,” said Mueller, “is go- 
ing to be long on fun and short on 
speeches because that’s the way 
Rudy would want it.” 

The speeches actually were 
short. Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
who was present because he is a 
longtime Linton Entertainer, gave 
one of them. “I am the man who 
proposed Rudy for membership in 
the club,” he said with pride. “And 
I was born on Linton avenue 
when all of the prominent men on 
the North Side and many of the 
leading beer-drinkers belonged to 
the Linton Entertainers.”

MAYOR PROTESTS 
WAR PRISONERS 


No Shortage of Labor 
Here for Ordnance De- 


pot, He Tells War De- 
partment. 


A vigorous protest was lodged 
with the War Department yester- 
day by Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann 
after he learned that Italian war 
prisoners were being brought 
from the prison camp at Wein- 
garten, Mo., to work in the’ St. 
Louis Ordnance Depot, 7140 North 
BroadWay,. 

The Mayor based his protest on 
the ground that the prisoner labor 
would compete with St. Louis 
workers. He contended there is 
no shortage of labor here, but, in 


fact, something of an unemploy- 
ment problem. Mayor Kaufmann 
added that he was informed the 
scale of pay for the prisoners’ la- 


| bor would be 65 cents an hour, 


Col. C. E. Jones, commander of 
the Ordnance Depot, said, how- 
ever, the prisoners would not be 
paid such a wage, but would be 
credited with 80 cents a day for 
their work, the scale agreed upon 
at the Geneva Conference for 
enemy prisoners held in thig na- 
tion. 

Col. Jones said also that the 
prisoners would not be employed 
at skilled work of a type that 
would pay attractive wages to 
regular workers. He pointed out 
that thus far the Ordnance Depot 
has been unable to maintain its 
full quota of workers, Col. Jones 
added that the first group of 
Italians arrived at the depot three 
days ago; that he did not know 
at present how many would be 
worked there, nor did he knew 
for how long. 

Mayor Kaufmann’s telegram of 
protest, addressed to Under Sec- 
retary of War Robert P. Patter- 
son, said: 

“We have been advised that war 
prisoners from Weingarten, Mo., 
are to be employed at the Ord- 
nance Depot in St. Louis at wages 
of 65 cents an hour. With recent 
cutbacks precipitating the mass 
unemployment of war workers, we 
must protest this step. 

“There are areas where help is 
needed, but this is not true in St. 
Louis. We have a reservoir of 
labor that can meet our needs. 

“I hope you will permit our 
citizens to do this work, and, in 
the opinion of our people, it would 
be a gross discrimination to per- 
mit war prisoners to supplant

(AP). — Louis (Lepke) Buchalter, 
former overlord of the criminal 
syndicate called “Murder, ginc.,” 
died tonight in Sing Sing Prison’s 
electric chair for the 1936 murder 
of Joseph Rosen, Brooklyn candy 
store proprietor. 

Executed with Lepke were two 
of his associates named as accom- 
plices in the Rosen killing, Eman- 
uel (Mendy) Weiss and Louis 
(Boss) Capone, 

Capone was first to die, then 
Weiss and Lepke, who remained 
inscrutable to the end. 

Lepke rolled his tongue in his 
cheek and walked to the chair 
unaided. He was pronounced dead 
at 11:16 p. m. 

Only Weiss spoke as he went to 
his death. Chewing gum vigorous- 
ly, he declared: 

“I'm here on'‘a framed-up case 
and’ Dewey (Gov.

The amount of lubricants being 
shipped represents a very small 
portion of the petroleum products 
which Spain could import were it 
not for the suspension of loadings, 
the State Department declared. 
The statement recalled that Jan. 
28 the’ department announced 
that “The loadings of Spanish 
‘tankers with petroleum products 
for Spain have been suspended, 
through action of the State De- 
partment, pending a reconsidera- 
tion of trade and general relations 
‘between Spain and the United 
i\States in the light of trends in 
‘Spanish policy.” 

This announcement related only 
to Spanish tanker loadings in the 
Caribbean area, the department 
explained. In addition to the sus- 
‘pension of tanker loadings, the 
department decided to suspend 
the granting of export licenses for 
the shipment of packaged petrole- 
‘um products including lubricants 
from the United States, so long as 
‘the tanker loadings were suspend- 
ed, the department said. 

In taking this decision, however, 
the department did not cancel 
outstanding licenses for packaged 
petroleum goods. 

The packaged goods involved 
in the Philadelphia report are 
being shipped under licenses 
granted before the suspension 
took effect, it was said. 

A departmental spokesman in- 
dicated that the products being 
shipped were mainly special lub- 
ricants required for Spanish in- 
dustry and that agents of the de- 
partment would trace all ship- 
ments after their arriva] to make 
sure they do not fall into enemy 
hands.

Their accurate bombing caused 
heavy casualties and spread con- 
fusion among enemy troop and 
tank concentrations. 

*“An Allied headquarters spokes- 
man disclosed that more than 3500 
prisoners have been taken by the 
AHies since they landed in the 
Anzio beachhead Jan. 22. The Al- 
lies also learned that the Hermann 
Goering Panzer Division and the 
715th Infantry were used by the 
Germans in their big attack on 
the beachhead last week in addi- 
tion to three divisions previously 
identified. 

On the main Fifth Army front 
around Cassino continued. rains 
deepened the mud and brought 
streams to new flood heights, 
while many mountain parts of the 
Eighth Army line remained snow- 
bound, although Polish and Cana-

ALGIERS, March 4 (AP).— 
Pierre Pucheu, on trial for treason 
for his acts as Minister of the In- 
terior in the Vichy Government, 
declared today that Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain now believes Ger- 
mgny eventually will be. defeated 
and that “the policy of collabora- 
tion is dead.” 

Fighting for his life before a mil- 
itary court after indictment by the 
French Committee of National 
Liberation in its purge of collab- 
orationists, Pucheu dramatically 
spoke in his own defense at the 
opening session. He asserted that 
the Vichy Government had pre- 
vented the Germans from totally 
occupying France, smashing 
through Spain and occupying 
North Africa before the Allied 
landings. 

Pucheu said he had negotiated 
with Gen. Henri Giraud and Unit- 
ed States Charge d’Affaires .S. 
Pinkney Tuck late in 1942 before 
the Allies entered North Africa. 

Interview With U. S. Charged. 

He asserted that late in that 
year he was convinced that the 
Allies would have to seize North 
Africa in order to clear the Med- 
iterranean and establish a base for 
attack on Southern Europe. 
Pucheu said he interviewed Tuck, 
seeking to learn the terms on 
which the Vichy administration 
«.uld be accepted as an ally. 

“T wanted them (the British 
and American troops) to come as 
allies and not as occupying forces,” 
he declared. 

Later Pucheu said he sought to 
have Petain join in this scheme 
but Petain dismissed the idea as 
being childish. 

Declaring he was “disillusioned 
with the marshal,” Pucheu said he 
went to Lyon and saw Giraud. He 
said his “plan was to rally the 
armistice army (the forces left to 
France by the 1940 armistice) and 
other men of good will to assist

of war contracts “make it evident 
that materials soon will have to be 
made available for further civilian 
production. 

“This does not mean that we can 
goon resume full-scale civilian pro- 
duction, but only that we can pro- 
duce limited quantities of a few 
score of additional items classified 
as essential and still have some 
surplus of materials available for 
the production of a number of the 
more simple articles,” said the 209- 
page report. 

Army and Navy needs still will 
prevent the manufacture of such 
things as automobiles because of 
the scarcity of tires, generators, 
ball bearings and similar acces- 
sory items, the report added. 

The committee recommended 
that any manufacturer be allowed 
to make any article he desires 
providing: (1) Basic commodities 
needed for it are not required for 
war or essential civilian items; 
(2) the manufacturing operations 
are not undertaken in areas of 
(3) 
the manufacturer has not been 
asked to undertake construction 
of a war item. 

It opposed any efforts to pre- 
vent use of surplus commodities 
and creation of any new industrial 
controls that would retard produc- 
tion of peacetime articles. 


Rate of Cancellations. 


It reported estimates from the 
War Production Board that war 
contract cancellations will run the 
first six months of this year at 
the rate of one and a half billion 
dollars'a month. 

In a review of the war produc- 
tion front, the committee reported 
that: 

Aircraft production has reached 
a rate of more than 100,000 planes 
a year with the ratio of combat 
planes to trainers, and of superior 
Planes to less desirable ones, 
steadily increasing.

Despite urgent needs for 100- 
octane gasoline, aluminum, mag- 
nesium and synthetic rubber 
which made it impossible to reach 
a 95-million-net-ton goal for steel, 
productioh went to 88,838,043 tons 
in 1943 “to meet requirements for 
the war and to leave a small bal- 
ance for the most essential civilian 
items.” 

Asserting it is essential to pro- 
vide financial assistance for small 
steel concerns affected by cut- 
backs, the report asserted that 
big companies, like United States 
Steel, Republic and Bethlehem, 
“will emerge from the war in a 
stronger position than they en- 
tered.” Such an industry “can 
prove a dangerous factor when it 
is concentrated in the hands of 
a few,” the committee commented. 


Tank-Lighter Complaint. 


A 19-month-old complaint 
against the Navy’s Bureau of 
Ships for allegedly having “stub- 
bornly persisted for over five 
years” in clinging to “an wun- 
seaworthy tank-lighter design of 
its own” was registered by the 
committee, 

The complaint has been with- 
held from publication since its 
preparation Aug. 5, 1942, the com- 
mittee asserted, at the insistence 
of Secretary of the Navy Knox 


lic service” to release it earlier. 
In the meantime, the committee 
reported, the mistakes referred to 
have been corrected by a switch 
to the tank-lighter designed by 
Andrew Jackson Higgins of New 
Orleans, as the original report 
recommended. 

The sole reason for publishing 
the complaint in its report, the 
committee asserted, is its belief 
that procurement officials “in 
their present and future actions” 
should “bear constantly in mind 
the fact that improper decisions 
will be brought to the attention 
of Congress.” 

Up until the Navy received the 
committee’s report, it was assert- 
ed, Higgins was not given an op- 
portunity to bid on 96 landing 
vessels, although his design had 
been proved superior. 

Big Plane Order Canceled. 

The contract with Kaiser- 
Hughes Aircraft Corporation for 
three 400,000-pound, eight-engine 
wooden flying boats has been can- 
celed, with the way left open for 
negotiation on a metal version. of 
the plane, the committee reported. 

Elsewhere it was learned that 
the aircraft company will be per- 
mitted to finish the one wooden 
ship which it already has started. 
The report suggested such a step 
by saying that “consideration 
should be given to the desirability 
of completing a prototype in wood 
if it would aid the metal plane 
project.” 

The cost of three wooden flying 
boats was originally estimated at 
18 million dollars. It is under- 
stood that the cost of producing 
only one will be considerably more 
than a third of that sum, however. 

At Nelson’s Request. 

The contract was made between 

the company and the Defense 
Plant Corporation, a Government 
agency, on the recommendation of 
the War Production Board. Can- 
cellation of che contract was at 
the request of Chairman Donald 
Nelson of the WPB on Feb, 11, 
following an investigation by an 
engineering board. 
The WPB concluded, the Tru- 
man report said, that the Kaiser- 
Hughes plane would be “consider- 
ably less efficient” than proved 
cargo planes and that its wood con- 
struction was “excessively heavy 
and unreliable,” but that the de- 
sign was “fundamentally sound” 
and might be of value to the war 
effort if carried out in metal. 

Nelson asked that the company 
be invited to submit a proposal 
for a metal plane, 

The wooden plane, known as 
the HK-l, was conceived with a 
320-foot wingspread, a length of 
218 feet and intended to carry 60 
tons of cargo at 174 miles an hour. 
Acquisition of Hotels, 

The report took several sharp 
jabs at the Army and patted the 
Navy on the back on acquisition 
of hotels by the two services to 
house personnel. 

Army representatives had been 
“arbitrary and officious,” the re- 
port said, but Navy officials con- 
ducted themselves “with the fair-

“There have been too many 
changes of mind concerning the 
acquisition of hotels as well as 
other properties,” the report said, 

“Many hotels have been acquired 
ostensibly for long-term use and. 
then turned back or abandoned af- 
ter a short time. In some cases 
this was done after costly. altera-| 
tions had been made.” 


Three Recommendations. 


Three recommendations were) 
made: 

1.. Land acquisitions should be | 
handled by a central agency set | 
up in the Department of Justice. 

2. Eftablished legal procedure 
for acquiring property should be 
utilized, 

3. The war department should | 
review the entire situation in de- 
tail and report to the proper leg- 
islative committees of Congress. 

“Probably the best examples of 
mind-changing are the Stevens and_| 
Congress hotels (in Chicago),” the. 
report said. The War Department 
decided to return the Stevens to 
civilian use after 13 months. | 

“Similarly, the Congress Hotel 
was acquired after putting the’ 
management to considerable em- 
barrassment and expense in con- 
nection with existing obligations | 
which the Army refused to recog- | 
nize. 

“After causing all this trouble 
and taking the hotel, it was decid-| 
ed that it was not needed after 
all. . 

“In Grand Rapids, Mich., two!

WASHENGTON, March 4 (AP). 
=— The Republican party today 
ealled a conference of farm or- 


ganization leaders at Chicago April 
3 and 4 to work out a “compre- 
hensive agricultural platform” for 
submission to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in June, 

The conference will be domin- 
ated by the committee on agricul- 
ture of the Republican postwar 
advisory council, of which Gov. 
Bourke B. Hickenlooper of Iowa 
is chairman. | 

Spokesmen for such farm or-

The coach, astounded that one 
of the smallest men on the cam- 
pus could flatten one of ‘his 
heavyweights, a man who out- 
weighed him by nearly 50 pounds, 
asked the little fellow to put the 
gloves on again.

| last Nov. 3 and completed Dec, 22, 
Allen wrote of some of the diffi- 
culties he encountered. 


“The entire trip was made 
alone,” he wrote, “Travel was 
variously by plane, launch, canoe 
with outboard motor, canoe with 
paddle, and afoot with back-packs. 

“The Indians in the territory 
are not particularly good or care- 
ful workers, with the added diffi- 
culty that the majority speak lit- 
tle or no Spanish. All labor used 
in the region is Indian, about 90 
per cent being Cubeos. They may 
be described as being semi-civil- 
tized. They live in huge communal 
| houses subsisting on a simple diet 
|of a Manioc-based agriculture, 
| supplemented by fishing and hunt- 
ing. 

“Their needs are few, being 
| principally limited to such elemen- 
|}tary articles as machetes, knives, 
axes, fishhooks, cloth and salt. 

“Most of the men have the am- 
i bition to own a gun, which is 
}about the only incentive which 

the RDC can offer to secure 
workers. Compensation for labor 
| is at present poorly defined, some 
working apparently on an advance 
lof merchandise while others are 
|} on a wage commensurate with the 
percentage of rubber produced. 
| “Since it is an established cus- 
|tom for the Indians to abandon 
|}areas where epidemic disease has 
appeared, it hag been very diffi- 
i|cult to maintain labor in camps 
| where one or two deaths have 
| occurred,”

We have seen how the unemployment of 
our depression era brought about increased 
governmental controls.

If there were no other reason for consid- 
ering> this urgent problem while the war 
is-on, there would be ample reason in the 
single fact that the problem concerns not 
alone the domestic economy of the country 
but concerns our foreign policy as well. This 
is a point that is not generally understood. 
What we do in an economic way will have 
a vital bearing on the peace of the world. 

Nowhere has this point been better made 
than in a recent study of postwar employ- 
ment by John H. G. Pierson, chief of the 


president of the General Elettric Co., that 
‘the country faces “the possibility that a 
right-wing reaction may draw some sections 
of capital so far away from our traditions as 
to imperil the entire structure of American 
life as we know it.” 

“This above all,” said Wilson, “is a time 
when the industrial leaders of America owe 
it to their country and to themselves to exer- 
cise temperate judgment, to practice the arts 
of compromise, to avoid the temptation of 
sacrificing enduring values for temporary 
gains and to withhold encouragement ‘from 
dangerous men who preach disunity.” 


Problem of Unemployment 

Vividly Summed Up by CED. 

A vivid summation of the employment | 
problem has been given by the Committee 
for Economic Development, a postwar plan- 
ning agency set up by private industry under 
the direction of Paul G. Hoffman, president 
ef the Studebaker Corporation: 

“The committee holds as fundamental 
the belief that the national welfare will 
be advanced in direct proportion to the 
number of workers employed by private 
business enterprise. 

“Success in this endeavor will result 
not only in elimination of mass unem- 
ployment but also in higher standards of 
living than we have ever known. 

“Failure will leave us with the choice 
of only two alternatives: mass unemploy- 
ment or mass government employment. 
The committee believes that the existence 
of the free-enterprise system, and of de- 
mocracy itself depends largely upon our 
abiilty to avoid these two dangers after 
the war.” 

These are but a few of the expressions 
through which the country’s industrial lead- 
ers have shown a heartening awareness of 
the problem of men and jobs after the war, 
and the way in which that problem goes 
down to the very roots of our economic 
system. 

The problem is closely related to the 
whole fiscal policy of the nation. It is tied 
in with the farm problem, for the welfare 
of the tafmer is inseparably linked with the 
welfare of the industrial population, It has

“should be an adventure in prosperity.”’

Thirteen millions were unemployed in the 
winter of 1932-33 and other millions were on 
part time. Despite all the Government effort 
and money that went to the rescue of a sick 
economy, there were still more than seven 
million unemployed at the end of 1940. An 
estimate quoted by Stuart Chase places the 
cost of the idleness in the decade of the 
1930s at 100 million man-years of work. 
It took the war, the ultimate expression of 
what Chase calls a “disaster economy,” to

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The chief threat to the success of the 
Constitutional Convention seems to be a 
lack of confidence in the voters. Re- 
peatedly delegates say, “Missourians are 
very conservative. There are certain 
measures under consideration which are 
undoubtedly desirable; personally, I 
would be in favor of them. But I wouldn’t 
put them into the Constitution because 
it would be rejected by the voters.” 

‘But are we conservative? The people 
have amended the present Constitution 
no less than 56 times. And some of the 
changes have been almost revolutionary 
at the time of their adoption, as, for ex- 
ample, the initiative and referendum. 

Missourians were not conservative 
when they twice approved the non-par- 
tisan court plan, a very progressive 
measure which other states are now 
using as a pattern. Nor were they con- 
servative when, in spite of wartime pre- 
occupations, they issued a call for a con- 
stitutional revision, 

So we say to the delegates: “Give us 
the best document in your power, We 
know that you have the intelligence to 
write a fine, progressive Constitution, 
and we believe you sincerely wish to 
serve the best interests of the State. So 
we ask you to trust us. 

“Many of us have been studying and 
weighing measures, trying to do our 
part as you are doing yours. If you will 
give us what we are hoping for, we shall 
work long and hard to put it over. 

“If you do your best and the voters re- 
ject it, that will be a pity, but you will 
be blameworthy only if you do not 
give the voters a chance at the best.”

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A Leak in the Embargo 


Thanks to the enterprise of the Philadelphia 
Record, the public has learned about (and the 
State Department has admitted) the existence of 


a sizable loophole in the embargo on American _ 


oil shipments to Spain, imposed Feb. 1. 
This loophole is the consignment of oil in 
drums, barrels and other containers, a form of 


shipment which a State Department spokesman 


now asserts was never included in the embargo. 
However, this fact was not made known when 
the embargo was announced, on Jan. 28. It came 
to light only after the Philadelphia newspaper 
discovered that a ship at an Eastern port had 
been loaded with a quarter-million gallons of 
Pennsylvania lubricating oil, consigned to Spain. 

The impression given by the original announce- 
ment was that, in order to exert pressure to bring 
an end to Franco’s open and covert aid to 
the Axis, our Government was cutting off his 
supply of por a It is true that the 
State Department statement spoke only of sus- 
pending “the loadings of Spanish tankers with 
petroleum products for Spain.” However, the 
action was described by official sources ag an 
exercise of economic pressure—and everyone 
knew that such pressure, to be effective, must 
be a drastic restriction, . 

An Associated Presg correspondent described 
the move as a “choking-off of oil shipments.” He 
also said: “In effect, the American action cuts 
off completely vital Spanish imports of oil.” This 
was the general impression over the country. It 
won considerable praise for the State Depart- 
ment, for at last taking vigorous action against 
Franco, : 

Now, it develops, Franco can still get large 
amounts of oil if his agents order it shipped in 
packages rather than in bulk. The embargo is 
seen to be far from complete, for the one: ship- 
ment brought to public attention, of a quarter- 
million gallons, is a considerable quantity. The 
“chokinhg-off” process, it turns out, still leaves 
plenty of breathing space. 

The public criticisms of the State Department, 
so widespread a few month» ago, had subsided 
with its seeming adoption of new and progres- 
If they revive as a result of this 
oil embargo subterfuge and its exposure, there 
need be no surprise. For the presentation of 
this incomplete embargo as an all-out stroke of 
economic warfare, which has misled the Ameri- 
can public and given advantages to an Axis 
stooge, is an action unworthy of this important 
department of our Government,

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A Pledge With Meaning 


The force which the United Automobile Work- 
ers has given to its no-strike promise should 
be placed behind the pledge by every other 
union in the country. 

The union’s international executive board, 
which is the sole authority for authorization of 
a strike, has laid down laws that mean business. 

If a wildcat strike is staged, the international 
will investigate and find out what members 
were the offenders. All the protection of the 
union will be wit&drawn from the offenders, 
and the management’ will be wholly free to dis- 
cipline them as it chooses. The local union will 
be instructed by the international to bring the 
offenders to trial. If the local fails to act, 
the international will revoke,the local’s ‘charter 
and reorganize it with officials who will pro- 
ceed against the offenders. : 

These measures give the no-strike pledge the 
backing of complete responsibility. 

It is unquestionably a fine thing for a local 
union to have the greatest practicable measure 
of autonomy, but not to the extent of nullifying 
commitments which its international union has 
a right to give and has given. It is futile—and 
worse than futile, it ig dangerous folly—for 
an international union to attempt to make com- 
mitments as to what its local unions will or 
will not do if the locals are uncommitted by 
disciplinary regulations. The UAW has shown 
the way to responsible enforcement of the no- 
strike pledge. There is no impressive excuse 
for any other international’s failing to do like- 
wise, 
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A singing noise under an automobile hood 
proved to come from a bird’s nest. Had your 
engine checked recently for carbon and cobwebs? 
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End the FEPC? 

There is no objection to putting the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Committee under the direc- 
tion of Congress, as Senator Maybank suggests 
waspishly in discussion of Senator Russell's 
amendment which, if passed, would kill the 
FEPC, For simple justice in the matter of 
racial discrimination against workers on Govern- 
ment jobs, an unbiased FEPC, whoever rung it, 
is necessary so long as the Government ig in 
business, 

“I hope it wipes out the Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Committee,” Russell of Georgia admitted of 
his appropriations bill amendment, which he still 
protests is general in scope and not designed to 
affect any particular agency. In effect, he is 
saying that he thinks the Government has no 
obligation to guarantee impartial employment of 


‘the citizens it hires. 


This, of course, has no resemblance to democ- 
racy as we know it. Our primer history lessons 


tell us that democracy is government by the peo- 
ple. When the Government spends, it is the peo- 
ple spending. When the Government hires, it is 
not democratic if it is in any way associated with 
discrimination on account of race, color or creed, 

If Senator Russell succeeds in wiping out. the 
FEPC without offering some substitute for it, 
and is proud of himself for doing so, he had bet- 
ter be sent back to his grade-school history books.

From the extensive background of his experi- 
ence as Governor of Missouri from 1937 to 1941,

Mr, Stark also urges consolidation of State 
taxing agencies, as he urged without avail while 
in office.

In the assault from many fronts on the 
fortress of Europe, in the Southwestern 
Pacific, on sea frontiers, on battlefields 
and in skies, the men of our armed forces 
are living and dying together to gain vic- 
tory and peace. They are men of all racial 
origins and of diverse religious beliefs; but 
for their country, for themselves and for 
us, they are fighting the armed might of 
nations that began a war of destruction 
and enslavement against us. 


They do not all agree with one another, 
they may dislike one another's personali- 
ties, attitudes, beliefs and actions, but nev- 
ertheless, patriotism and common interests 
lift them above disunion and unite them 
in devoted service to their country, 


Unfortunately, things are not the same 
on the home front. Indeed, they are 
tragically different, and Army and Navy 
men of all ranks from coast to coast and 
from post to post have expressed incom- 
prehension, bewilderment and even terror 
at what is happening here, They cannot 
understand how so many Americans at 
home are unwilling to sacrifice or subor- 
dinate their prejudices for our country’s 
welfare, when they in the military service 
must be ready to sacrifice their lives, 


The Growth of Hatred 


There have been great changes at home 
since the war began, and some of these 
changes have not been improvements. One 
of the things that has taken place has 
been an increase in the prevalence of 
bigotry, evidenced by what has occurred in 
many parts of the country. Race riots, as- 
saults on groups and individuals because 
of racial and religious differences, desecra- 
tion of synagogues and churches, attacks 
on our foreign-born, are all tragic symp- 
toms of this disease. 

With all my heart, I deplore the growth 
of the cancer of bigotry penetrating Amer- 
ican life, shriveling America’s heart, re- 
tarding America’s victory and peace. For 


‘bigotry undermines the fundamental prin- 


ciples avowed in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights. 

These human and humane documents 
chartered and charted a new way of liv- 
ing—the American way. They were a gos- 
pel of liberation and they are a gospel of 
liberty, a proclamation of equality among 
men in so far as the protection of life 
and property is concerned, 


Basic American Principles 


If our country is to remain a human, 
humane homdand in a world where mil- 
lions are homeless and millions are en- 
slaved, we must be loyal to the spirit of 
those God-inspired principles on which our 
Government was established and has pro- 
gressed. These principles are inconsistent 
with political despotism, racial prejudice 
and religious discrimination. 


Fortunately, from the earliest days of her 
beginnings, America hag been blessed with 
great-minded men who by word and ex- 
ample have protected the nation from the 
ravages of bigots. George Washington 
ang Thomas Jefferson eloquently vindi- 
cated our religious liberties, and our con- 
stitutional amendments proclaim time and 
again the un-American character of 
bigotry, 


| All fair-minded Americans must oppose 


bigotry, not only from a sense of justice 
but also from a sense of safety, for, if 
tolerated, it can be directed at any race or 
religion and then may rebound against all 
ef them. If we incite, participate or con- 
nive in violence against our fellow citizens, 
we are bad Americans. If we stir up, 
propagate or cherish race hatred, we are 
likewise bad Americans and traitors to 
American ideals, 


If we are real Americans, we must co- 
operate in checking the spread of bigotry, 
which is a contagious, virulent disease. 
However, it is not only patriotic to try to 
cure this disease, it is essential to do so 
if America is to remain America. 


A Disease to Be Checked 


And how can we check the spread of 
this disease? The first step which each 
one of us must take to eliminate bigotry, 
selfishness, harshness, injustice and con- 
tempt from the minds and hearts of others 
is to make sure that they have no place 
in our own, 


In these days, Catholics are frequently 
accused of anti-Semitism, And doubtless 
some Catholics are guilty of it. That anti- 
Semitism is wrong from a Catholic and 
humanitarian standpoint as well as from 
an American viewpoint hag been demon- 
strated countless times, in countless ways, 
by countless persons, so that it may be 
jarringly repetitious to say it again. 


I feel, however, that for completeness, 
I may quote from one authority, the 
Pope, the highest authority in the church. 
On July 30, 1988, Pius XI said: “It is 
not possible for Christians to take part 
in anti-Semitism.” 

Of anti-Catholic bigotry, I shall say but 
little. Persecution of the Catholic church 
is no new thing. It has continued unabated 
through 20 centuries. Eleven of Christ's 
disciples died a martyr’s death, and éven 
during the last few years, thousands of 
priests and nung have beeyp.martyred in 
many countries, 


Case of the Negro 


Malice toward none, justice to all is the 
general American formula and practice. 
No true American will nurture, promote 
or incite anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, anti- 
Catholic, anti-any group of fellow law-abid- 
ing American citizens, 


In the United States there are approxi- 
mately 13 million Negroes, But even if 
there were only 1300 or 13, they, like all 
Americans, must be free to exercise the 
rights given to them in our Constitution. 


Can any American be disloyal by word 
or act to the men on the fighting fronts, 
and fail to keep united, for them, these 
United States? America guarantees to 
each one of the millions of her citizens 
all freedoms with only such limitations 
as are inherent in the mutual rights of 
others; for liberty, without such limitations, 
is tyranny. Believing in this America, 
dare any one of us be in heart or hand 
party to any jgroup that seeks to tear 
apart this country that we love?

Substratosphere flight, 
with oxygen tanks and super- 
chargers for motors, were evolved 
to escape adverse winds and 
storms at lower levels. 

The extreme speed of the air- 
plane endows it with a mobility 
capable of circumnavigating storm 
areas. An Army flight tour of cor- 
respondents, including the writer, 
planned not long ago to return in 
a direct line from San Francisco 
to Washington. At the last mo- 
ment a center of meteorological 
disturbance was reported over the 
Rockies. The planes sailed round 
the tempest by veering south to 
Albuquerque, N. M, There they 
found a tail wind which boosted 
them across the continent in eight 
and a half hours of actual flying 
time, with only one stop, at Mem- 
phis, to refuel. 

Efforts to turn weather condi- 
tions to advantage have likewise 
prevailed since history’s dawn. 
The primitive savage took care to 
stalk his foe from windward. 
Throughout the long reign of the 
sailing ship, it was standard tac- 
tics for a naval commander to 
wrest a windward position from 
the enemy, but never before, until 
the airplane came into its own in 
World War II, had fighting men 
sought so expertly to adapt their 
operations to the behavior of 
weather, or employed weather on 
such a scale as a resource of ar- 
mament. 


‘North Atlantic Doughnut.’ 

The phenomena pressed into use 
may be permanent or transient. 
In the former class are trade 
winds, the monsoon and a great 
high pressure area called “the 
North Atlantic doughnut,” which 
revolves clockwise over a region 
covering the latitudes from Maine 
to Cuba.

However, it is in the field of 
short-range manifestations that, 
the current war has Sierng eee | 
itself. This branch of military 
meteorology is based on new and | 
elaborate organization of weather | 
reporting and communications. 
One estimate is that the science 
in the United States has accom- 
plished since Pearl Harbor what 
would have been a normal ad- 
vance of 20 years. There were 
about 200 expert meteordlogists in 
the United States Dec. 7, 1941. 
Today there are 4000, trained by 
the War and Navy Departments 
and the United States Weather 
Bureau. 

Thanks to radio, telegraph and 
telephone, it is possible today, for 
the first time, to have an adequate 
picture of weather all over the 
world at the same time. American 
agencies work in close association 
among themselves, and in inti- 
mate liaison with similar bodies 
in ‘the British Commonwealth and 
other members of the United Na- 
tions. There is a ceaseless pool- 
ing of data from thousands of 
weather posts throughout’ the 
globe. Every plane that leaves the 
ground is a potential observer by 
dint of its thermometers and altim- 
eter, which is a kind of ba- 
rometer. Pilots returning from 
raids over enemy territory are 
briefed exhaustively by trained 
weather officers. Special weather 
reconnaissance planes are in 
widespread use. 

Assault forces aimed at enemy 
airstrips are often accompanied by 
mobile weather truck-and-trailer 
units, which start forecasting as 
soon as the airdome is restored 
to operation. A jeep weather Ssta- 
tion nicknamed Soozie wrote a 
thrilling page in the service when 
it went barging along the front 
lines in Sicily and Italy. Its crew 
of three men underwent hours of 
terrific bombardment, and _ all 
were decorated with the Silver 
Star for valor in action. 


Cutting Bomber Losses. 

Short-range forecasting consists 
in figuring out where weather 
that prevails in one place today 
will have moved tomorrow or 
next week, A storm in Siberia 
may be counted on to arrive short- 
ly over Japan. A blizzard at Hud- 
son Bay is likely a few days later 
to shut off bomber flights to Eng- 
land and scatter convoys in the 
North Atlantic. A tempest lashing 
across Labrador promises cover in 
due time for Allied bombers over 
Europe. Losses on such forays 
are found to vary from one-half of 
one per cent to 12 per cent de- 
pending on the presence or ab- 
sance of cloud protection. Bomber 
flights are therefore timed to be 
hidden by cloud banks. 

How the success or failure of a 
bombing strike may be affected 
was demostrated on two succes- 
sive nights when the R. A, F. 
sent planes over Berlin, On the 
first night a thick deck of clouds 
lay along the path from the Eng- 
lish side of the channel across 
France and well into Germany. 
On the way over the flight forma- 
tions used the cloud bank for con- 
cealment. Near the German cap- 
ital the cloud layer was broken, 
and the pilots were able to spot 
the target by the light of the 
moon. After the bombs were 
away, the planes ducked back into 
the clouds, Losses on the mission 
were only 5 per cent, On the next 
night, however, there were no 
clouds. Nazi antiaircraft guns 
and night fighters inflicted a 12 
per cent loss on the raiders. 

The commander of an American 
fighter squadron made clever tac- 
tical.use of clouds one day in 
North Africa, when Stukas, es- 
corted by Messerschmitts, sought 
to attack a target in the El] Guet- 
ter area. The Stukas planned to 
dive down under a heavy cloud 
layer, lay their eggs and climb 
back into cover. Meanwhile, the 
Messerschmitts would stay above

Attacks Timed on Forecasts.

Organization of Service. 

| Weather service is supplied to 
the Army, including ground 
troops, by a division of the Air 


‘Forces. A parallel branch in the 


‘Bureau of Aeronautics acts for 
‘the Navy and Coast Guard. Their 


‘functions are tactical in regulat- 


ing immediate flights, strategic in 
assembling material for maps and 


educational in training pilots, op- 
erations officers and _ technical 
staffs to make most effective use 
of the data put at their disposal. 


Weather stations are suituated 
generally at air fields, and are 
organized into groups known as 
regional commands, The duties 
of the staffg include making, cod- 
ing and transmitting weather re- 
ports. Such reports are filed every 
hour in the continental United 
States, and are employed primar- 
ily for immediate flight control. 
Every six hours a more compre- 
hensive report is prepared and 
forwarded to broadcasting centers 
for use in drawing maps and 
calculating forecasts. Predictions 
for five days ahead are made 
twice a week. A worldwide 
weather map is plotted at least 
once a day, and usually four times 
a day. Most stations maintain a 


24-hour-a-day forecasting service. 

Weather news is regarded as 
one of the most perishable of com- 
modities. 

“A weather communication,” de- 
clares an official statement, 
“should be put to work within an 
hour of its filing time.

During the three-fourths of a 
century since 1875, commerce and 
manufacturing ave developed 
from small beginnings, employing 
a few individuals, to vast, efficient, 
modern organizations employing 
thousands—-from loca] trade busi- 
nesses to statewide, interstate and 
even international businesses. Thus 
a constitution, framed by our

perative that the new Constitution 
provide him with the necessary 
powers to carry out his specific 
duties. 

In my opinion, the cabinet form 
of government would go far to- 
ward this end. It would make for 
more economical and efficient op- 
eration of the executive depart- 
ment. It should be adopted. 

The present provision limiting 
a Governor to one term is a wise 
provision. It should not only be 
retained, but a similar limitation 
should be placed on all elective 
officials. 

It might be well to extend the 
length of the term from four to 
six years. The limitation is an 
excellent safeguard ,against self- 
perpetuation in office and the 
building up of personal political 
machines, but a four-year term is 
hardly long enough for the people 
to receive the maximum benefits 
from the experience gained by 
their Chief Executive. 

Unified Tax Collections. 

During my term as Governor, I 
recommended to the Legislature 
the creation of one department to 
collect all state taxes in place of 
the numerous departments now 
performing that service. This 
change would come through the 
cabinet form of government, dnd 
it is highly desirable. It would 
increase efficiency, reduce collec- 
tion costs, decrease confusion and 
increase collections, 

The suggested change in the 
method of selection of the State 
Superintendent of Schools is a 
wise one. A nonpolitical plan for 
the appointment of the head of 
the school system should be 
adopted. 

When I was Governor, a merit 
system was established in-the Ex- 
ecutive Department to the extent 
that it was practicable and pos- 
sible under the law. Applicants for 
appointments were given mental 
and physical examinations. In my 
farewell address, I recommended 
the adoption of a merit system by 
law, . It would result in a business- 
like conduct of governmental 
functions, would increase ef- 
ficiency and promote economy. I 
am pleased that it is finding favor 
in the convention. 

The proposed change in the fis- 
cal year should be adopted. Too 
much confusion results from the 
present fiscal year ending on Dec. 
31, when appropriations lapse and 
the Legislature has not yet passed 
the new appropriation bills. 

Against Unicameral Move. 

The convention has acted wise- 
ly, I think, in rejecting the pro- 
posal for the establishment of a 
unicameral Legislature. While the 
two-house system has many de- 
fects, most of them can be rem- 
edied through changes in legisla- 
tive procedure to provide that 
votes in committees be made pub- 
lic, and by correction of other 
faults through which it has been 
possible for legislation to be 
pigeon-holed or secretly killed in 
committees. 

One of the greatest benefits of 
the two-house system, I am con- 
vinced by my experience, is that 
when a measure has passed one 
house, there is still time for the 
public to become informed and 
express its views, to criticise un- 
wise legislation and prevent its 
passage. Likewise, public opinion 
can greatly aid in the passage of 
beneficial legislation. Time and 
again bad legislation was killed 
and good legislation passed 
through the force of public opin- 
ion, which had an opportunity to 
express itself within the time re- 
quired for measures to be brought 
up for action in two houses. 

In. the matter of the Judiciary, 
the Non-Partisan Court plan, over- 
whelmingly adopted and reap- 
proved by the people, should be 
retained by the convention. It 
should not be weakened, tam- 
pered with or changed. Vast im- 
provements could be made in the 
remainder of our judicial system, 
particularly in improving criminal 
court procedure, and requiring 
that Probate Judges be learned 
in the law. 

Police and Elections, 

It is very important that the 
convention make definite in the 
Constitution state control of the 
police and election machinery in 
the larger cities. This is of direct 
concern to the entire State in 
maintaining honest elections, ade- 
quate police protection and law 
enforcement. 

An honest and efficient Police 
Department is not sufficient in it- 
self, however, to guarantee law 
enforcement. Unless it has the 
support of the prosecuting offi- 
cials, its work can be nullified. 
The Governor is charged with the 
duty of seeing that the laws are 
enforced, and yet he has no power 
to remove a derelict Prosecuting 
Attorney. He should be given 
that power. 

The Non-partisan Conservation 


‘Amendment to the present Con- 


stitution should, in my opinion, 
be retained in the new Constitu- 
tion. It will be increasingly bene- 
ficial in maintaining and increas- 
ing the wild life of our State. 

There should be real secrecy of 
the ballot guaranteed, and prov- 
sion should be made for the use 
of voting machines in the larger 
cities. 

Provision should be made for

Highways. 

The constitutional provision gov- 
erning the State Highway De- 
partment should be liberalized to 
permit full co-operation in Fed-

Republican’s Candidacy 
Probably Will Suffer 
From Efforts to Wreck 
Court Plan.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 4.— 
John J. Robison of Maysville, 
DeKalb County, a delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention, today 
announced his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination for Attor- 
ney General. He said he would 
file his declaration within a few 
days. 

Recognized ag one of the out- 
standing lawyers of Northwest 
Missouri, Robison apparently had 
the assurance of material support 
from progressive and independent 
Republicans during the month or 
more his candidacy had been dis- 
cussed, but probably will suffer 
something of a setback as a result 
of his record in the convention 
Judiciary Committee Thursday. 

He joined with the group of re- 
actionary delegates in the effort 
to wreck the nonpartisan court 
plan, which has had the approval 
of the voters in two elections in 
less than four years, and in pre- 
venting a constitutional declara- 


jtion specifically giving the Su- 


preme Court power to reform court 
procedure in Missouri, 
Twice Opposed Court Plan. 

He opposed the court plan in 
both elections at which it was 
submitted to the voters, but an- 
nounced to the committee several 
weeks ago that while he was still 
opposed to it, he believed it better 
than the old political election plan 
and would support it if a satis- 
factory compromise plan could not 
be worked out. 

However, he appeared Thursday 
as one of the advocates of a plan 
put forward by the opponents to 
abolish the system of appointment 
of Judges on a nonpolitical basis. 
This was not a compromise, but 
was highly objectionable to the 
supporters of the present system, 

He also voted in the committee 
in favor of limiting the rule- 
making power of the preme 
Court to rules for the appellate 
courts, which -would have been 
only a slight step toward pro- 
cedural reform. 

Robison is 45 years old and was 
educated at the Northwest Mis- 
souri Teachers’ College in Mary- 
ville and in Drake University, Des 
Moines, Ia. He has been prac- 
ticing law in Maysville since 1922.

Experts Say U.S. Needn’t Fear Big 


Postwar Debt if Plants Keep Busy! 


One School Favors Paying It Off as Soon as 


Possible; Other Says It Isn’t Necessary 


With High National Income. 


By SIGRID ARNE. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP). 
-——The national debt need not be 
the dinner-table bugaboo it is rap- 
idly becoming. 

The actual figures, put down on 
paper, indicate that it’s not an in- 
surmountable figure. 

With proper management of the 
country’s production, it could 
prove no more worrisome than a 
properly financed mortgage on the 
homestead. Moreover, the national 
debt payments can be made, or 
not made, according to the coun- 
try’s current fiscal health. 

By this June, the country will be 
in the red 198 billion dollars, by 
the following June 258 billions, and 
by the end of the war, it is esti- 
mated, 300 billions. 

After the first World War, in 
1919, the debt was 25.4 billions, or 
$228 for each person, If the debt 
now goes to 300 billions, we'll owe 
$1111 each. 

How do we pay it off? Can we? 
How long will it take? 

Those questions have started a 
battle of ink and oratory. Con- 
fined, a few months back, to pub- 
lications which go to banks, indus- 
trial managers and economists, 
the worry is Breaking out now in 
all directions, Everyone is called 
on to consider it, particularly the 
new millions who are -paying in- 
come taxes, quite startled to find 
they’re “capitalists.” 

Two Schools of Thought. 

There are two violent opposed 
schools of thought. One looks at 
the debt in the orthodox way: A 
dark cloud which must be dis- 
pelled as soon as feasible. 

The other asks: “Is it necessary 
to tax ourselves to pay the debt? 
We only owe it to ourselves. So 
actually is there any harm in just 
letting the debt‘stay on the debit 
side of the Treasury books?” 

Harold G. Moulton of the Brook- 
ings Institution is the most vocal 
of the orthodox school. He has 
a book out, “The New Philosophy 
of the National Debt,” tearing 
apart the new school, He warns 
that “the national debt is the 
gravest danger facing the country 
today,” and he doesn’t exclude the 
war. 

Stuart Chase, the accountant 
who turned writer-economist, says) 
the debt is nothing to worry about; 
that if we contrive to keep our 
production high, resulting taxes 
will take care of everything. 

He advocates that we meet the 
peace as we met the war; go 
right ahead and produce enough 
to give us all a decent life. 

Easy If We Keep Busy. 

The argument has Washington 
split wide open. No one seems to 
know the final answer. However, 
here are the figures with which 
they all are conjuring. 

First, both sides agree high 
taxes will be duck soup if we keep 
all our factories running, keep 
people employed, keep a high na- 
tional income. 

So it’s important to consider 
how able each of us is to pay the 
debt, as compared with 1919. We 
finally got that debt down to 
where it caused no worry. 

In 1919 we were making $599 
per capita, It’s estimated the first 
year after the war we'll be mak- 
ing 125 billions, or $925 per cap- 
ita. So we're twice as able to 
meet the debt However, it is 
five times as big. 

Since Pearl Harbor we've saved 
money at an unprecedented rate, 
however. Washington officials 
actually get a light in their eyes 
when they talk about it. 

We now hold 106.5 billions in 
savings and checking accounts, 
war bonds and currency, accord- 
ing to the Securities Exchange 
Office. 

The Department of Commerce 
estimated the rate of savings at 
35.6 billions annually at the end 
of 1942. That’s more than half 
the national income for 1939. 

Earnings, Expenses Compared, 

Another set of figures shows the 
relationship between what we 
make in any year, and what we 
pay to meet the Federal Govern- 
ment’s expenses. It ig this: In 
1939, the national income was 70 
billion dollars, Federal expenses 


were 8.7 billions, and 61.3 billions | 


was left to spend; in the first year 
after the war, it is estimated the 


income will be 125 billions, Federal 
expenses 26 billions, and left to 
spend 99 billions. 

Look at the figures. It would be 
shocking to be told, just cold, that 
Federal expenses would jump 
from §&.7 billions in 1939 to 26 bil- 
fom the first year after the war. 

Those 26 billions include a larger 
standing Army and Navy, the high- 
er veterans’ costs, the service of 
six billions on the debt, as well

In this case the country, even 
though it pays that higher Fed- 
eral bill, has 99 billions left to 
spend as against 61.3 billions in 
1939. - : 

There’s a second hair to split, 
and both sides split it. 

How much does the 99 billions 
buy? Most Americans are disinter- 
ested in such figures. All Joe 
wants to know is can he buy that 
shirt’or can’t he. The problem 
will be to see that he gets about 
the same number as before the 
war. 

Living costs have risen 23.1 per 
cent since Pearl Harbor. That 
makes $99 worth about $74.25, but 
that’s still better than the $61.30 
in 1939. 

Dangers of a Decline. 

Then there’s the gloomy side. 
Suppose factories close when the 
war contracts are ended, men are 
out of work, and income and taxes 
drop to the 1982 point. 

That's where everyone throws in 
the sponge. In that year our na- 
tional] income was only 39 billions. 
Pose that against the 26 billion 
expected Federal expense, as I did 
to a well-known Government econ- 
omist (who wouldn’t be quoted) 
and he spread his hands and said, 
“Bankruptcy.” 

But it never gets to a place 
where the debt of a government 
swallows up the income, The pro- 
test against high taxes forces the 
Government to borrow. The _ in- 
creasing borrowing throws new 
money into the markets, and in- 
flation ig on the way. 

Germany after the last war is 
the perfect example, but it made 
an error we are not making. It 
put on a war for which it thought 
a defeated France would pay, and 
did not increase taxes until very 
late. At the end it had a huge 
debt, and huge reparations to pay. 
Prices skyrocketed, 80 
finally it actually took a suitcase 
full of money to buy a 
bread. 
just said the money was no good.

Protest of the Middle-Aged. 

However, at this point you find 
middfe-aged people, at the peak 
of\their spending needs, with chil- 
dren in school, who protest there’s 
no need to buy the “brave new 
world” in a couple of years. They 
want the cost of the war spread 
over several years, and point out 
that this year’s middle-aged men 
also fought a war and then came 
home to help pay for it. 

It’s illuminating to compare fig- 
ures on the two wars, particular- 
ly just at the end, when the ex- 
penses run high:

Here’s another signpost. Treas- 
ury experts say—based on study 
of inflationary periods in other 
countries—that Government debt 
never becomes really dangerous 
until the interest equals 20 per 
cent of the national income. 

We expect a top debt of 300 
billions, We're paying’ under 2 
per cent interest on it, That makes 
six billions, and six billions isn’t 
20 per cent of even the lowest 
income we've made in 14 years, 
that 39 billions in 1932. 

There’s one thing to remember. 
Soldiers abroad and war workers 
at home now know how much this 
country can turn out when the 
brakes are really off. 


Between the Government and 
industrial managers, the country 
will have to work at somewhat 
the rate it is now, or else. Both 
conservatives and liberals agree 
on that. 

If the high rate of production 
is maintained, the high income 
will stay, and there will be plenty 
of margin to pay taxes high 
enough to gradually reduce the 
debt. But the taxes will be high 
for a long time,

the catastrophic total of 19,000,000. 

From these figures it is abun- 
dantly clear why the national out- 
put of goods and services, if we 
are to cure unemployment 6r even 
to mitigate it to bearable propor- 
tions, must be substantially in- 
creased over the 97 billion dollar 
level of 1940—the highest up to 
that time. 

With the labor force available 
to private enterprise and the Gov- 
ernment, we shall have in 1946— 
again assuming the end of the 
war and of the immediate recon- 
version period by that time—a 
potential productive capacity of 
142 billion dollars in terms of 1940 
prices, or 165 billion dollars in 
terms of 1942 prices. In physical 
volume this capacity is nearly half 
as much again as the actual pro- 
duction of 1940. 

The production necessary to em- 
ploy 55 million or more workers 
can be reached—there can be no 
doubt about that. We produced 
in 1943, with 53 million civilian 
workers, 175 billion dollars’ worth 
of goods and services. But there 
was no problem of distribution in 
1943: The Government bought 
over half the product. The ques- 
tion we face is whether we can 
build up and sustain a purchasing 
power among the people sufficient 
‘to buy the goods we can make— 
whether we can solve the problem 
of mass distribution as we have 
solved the problem of mass pro- 
duction.

Tied with 
pretty baby ribbon, a packed 
box presented to a mother and 
child is not only practical but 
attractive as well. 

The society recently estab- 
ished a downtown office -in 
Room 1882 of the Arcade Build- 
ing, where once a week officers’ 
wives from Lambert Field go 
to offer their services. Navy 
Relief is the helping hand not 
only for enlisted men of the 
Navy and their families, but 
also for Coast Guard and Ma- 
rine Corps personnel.

Miami is on the loose again. 


The Army has returned about 35 
of the hotels it took over when 
the officers’ training program was 
inaugurated two years ago, and 
such big ones as the Roney Plaza, 
Versailles, Whitman, Pancoast and 
Sea Isle are open for civilian busi- 
ness and jamméd to the roof. But 
a large block of the finest of 
Miami Beach hotels are still under 
Army control. In Miami proper, 
with the McAllister, Columbus and 
Everglades hotels in the hands of 
the Navy and with 4 large num- 
ber of others under some form 
of military jurisdiction, the usual 
March tightness in accommoda- 
tions is sharply increased. 


About all that is left on Bis- 
cayne boulevard is the Miami Co- 
lonial. Over in the old garrison 
section along the riverfront, the 
Towers, Dallas Park and Patricia 
are almost alone in welcoming the 


‘ civilian visitor—provided he has 


an airtight reservation. Over on 
the beach, hotel men believe the 
majority of Army hotels will be 
returned for civilian use by April 
1—too late for this winter season. 


Hotel men are emphatic in stat- 
ing that over the next four weeks 
no guarantee of accommodations 
can be made unless reservations 
are obtained in advance. On a re- 
cent Saturday ‘night it was esti- 
mated that at least 50. persons 
slept in automobiles, taxicabs and 
station benches because they were 
unable to pry their way into a 
bedroom at any price—and prices 
for rooms are scraping the skies.

But the land boom of the "20s, 
which after all did more to 
develop the physical plant of the 
city than any other method could 
have done, was not inaugurated 
by native Miadamians. Native Flort- 
dians, in fact, never got into the 
boom to any great extent until, 
after watching with disbelieving 
eyes the skyrocketing values of 
the local cow pastures and former 
golf links, they began buying back 
the land they had sold six months 
before. 

Most of them got In about three 
months before the boom exploded 
in their faces. And it took them 
more than a year after the event 
to understand that the boom was 
definitely busted. No one of that 
generation wants another boom. 
But there are a lot of strangers 
in Miami again and some of them 
have a gleam in their eye. 

Real estate is certainly stiffen- 
Ing. Hotels are frankly in a high- 
Ivy speculative market. More than 
15 well-known Miami Beach hotels 
have changed hands in the last 60 
days, and scarcely a day passes 
without an announcement that a 
new crowd is in from New York, 
Cleveland, Detroit or Chicago with 
pockets dripping money, trying to 
get an option on this or that fa- 
mous hotel “as soon as the Army 
turns it back.”

A LL of this has created a big 
and sharply speculative hotel 
market. Local interests hope it 
won't spread. But the facts are 
that, to a degree, it is already 
spreading. The demand for small 
homes has already practically 
wiped out the supply. In this case 
a great number of the buyers have 
been young officer candidates. 
They fell in love with Miami dur- 
ing their training period, deter- 
mined to live in Miami after the 
war, and with their young wives 
went out and bought nice litle 
homes.

One of the biggest local deals in 
years was the sale of some 800 
acres in the Bayshore Golf Club 
on Miami Beach to a, Midwestern 
syndicate. The syndicate let it be 
knowg that after the war it in- 
tended to develop it and sell lots. 
The Bay Shore Club was one of 
the old and highly popular Miami 
Beach clubs, and its sale has 
aroused a storm of protest; the 
local citizens want to know why 
the municipality did not buy it 
for them. 

The new owners, alarmed by 
the terrific outcry, have offered 
the property to Miami Beach for 
$920,000. Three weeks ago they 
purchased it for $800,000,

“Crying Room” at the Movies 


In Sound-Proof Compartment, Mother Can See Show, Feed Baby, or Let Him Cry His Head Off

“1 ADY, you'll either have to 
keep that baby quiet or 
leave the theater.” 

“Well, I’ve certainly been trying 
to keep little Ebenezer § quiet. 
Couldn't I just take him to the 
back of the theater.and walk him 
around a bit? All he needs is a 
little something to take his mind 
off of the-show.” 

“Sorry, lady, but we’ don’t have 
the back of the theater for walk- 
ing around purposes or for keep- 
ing people's minds off of the show. 
The back of the theater is for 
people to come through on their 
way to the front.” 

“If only there were a place in 
here where I, an old-fashioned 
type, could feed my child without 
a lot of strangers looking on, and 
at the same time not miss the 
movie.” 

“Well, lady, there just isn't such 
a place. After all, this. is a 
theater, not a private restaurant.” 

By this time, general cries are 
rising, theoretically anyway, of 
“Shurrup, we wanna laff at the 
pitcher.” 

“Well, it just doesn’t seem fair.” 

But the ‘good old days’ are 
gone or going, according to neigh- 
borhood movie house managers, 
when the above kind of invitation 
to leave was the last resort of a 
harassed management which had 
been listening to the yowlings of a 
discontented child and the cus- 
tomers’ complaints too, 

Nowadays, in at least 90 per 
cent of the show houses that have 
been built in the last 10 years, 
here is the kind of conversation 
between management and the 
baby’s parent you're apt to over- 
hear when little Ebenezer decides 
he just doesn’t like anybody, be- 
gins to blow off steam, and you 
get red-eyed and wonder out loud 
what kind of a country is this 
anyway, 

“Lady, will you collect your 
drooling offspring and follow me 
to the ‘Crying m’?” 

“Delighted.” 

Lady and her child follow the 
manager or usher to the back of 
the house, baby warbling like a 
grand opera company in anticipa- 
tion as they go. They climb the 
stairs in the back of the house 
but don’t take seats in the regular 
balcony. Instead, they pass 
through a door labeled ‘Crying 
Room’ above the balcony and next 
to the projection booth, Here they 
join other mothers and their chil- 
dren in wicker chairs back of a 
plate glass partition between them 
and the rest of the audience. The 
room is sound-proof,

UT a loud speaker feeds syn- 
chronized sound into the place. 
And vision of the screen is un- 
impaired, Junior, if he’s hungry, 
gets fed, either by the old-fash- 
ioned way or by formula bottle, 
brought along for the occasion, 
Or Junior, if he feels like it, cries. 
He roars. He bawis. He practi- 
cally tears his head off by the 
tonsils. It is perfectly all right. 
The other mothers in the place 
understand. The other children 
in the place do too. They may 
follow the bawler by example or 
quiet him by it. And the best 
part is, the rest of the house is 
totally unaware of what's go- 
ing on, ; 
After a while, because nobody’s 
paying the slightest attention to 
his- rumpus, Junior shuts up. He 
may even watch the show. 
Peace, it’s wonderful. Isn’t it? 


“Crying rooms,” which spell 
“social freedom” for mothers of 
young children, are an accidental 
architectural feature of movie- 
house building which .costs little 
and has been built into 90 per 
cent of all new houses since 1932, 
according to Oliver W. Stiege- 
meyer, due Village architect, 
who's built “cry rooms” into 18 
of 20 new neighborhood houses in 
the past 10 years in Herrin, Me- 
tropolis, Salem and Mounds, I11.; 
in Murray and Paducah, Ky., and 
in University City among other 


places. 

“The houses, mind you, are not 
built solely to provide crying 
rooms,” said Stiegemeyer grinning, 
“but if you're going to build a 
new house, why not build a crying 
room into it and make everybody 
happy?” 

Whose idea “crying rooms” was 
originally Stiegemeyer doesn’t 
know. But once the idea was 
broached it caught like wildfire. 
Managers, who've had their hands 
full with crying children, crooning 
mothers and boiling other custom- 
ers, not only were glad to discuss 
what goes into a crying room, they 
were more than anxious. 
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HE war has put a big crimp in 
T the building of new movie 

houses, but Stiewemeyer, who's 
built “more movie houses in a 150- 
mile radius of here than al] other 
local architects put together,” ex- 
pects a big splurge in building as 
soon as materia ave released 
again in the postwar period. 

“Then you'll see crying rooms, 
which need but a little space, some 
plateglass, some wicker chairs and 
a loud speaker, come into -their 
own.” 

The archifect was asked why 
crying rooms hadn’t been invented 
earlier, when pictures first became 
America’s favorite indoor recrea- 
tion. 

“Well, crying babies didn’t much 
worry silent-days audiences. You 
could always SEE t pictures, 
no matter how many lungs were 
going. But when sound came in, 
ah, then you had a problem.” 

Eddie Clark, manager of the 
Massac Theater in Metropolis, I11., 
scratched his chin thoughtfully 
when I asked him for some anec- 
dotes that might fit into the “ery- 
ing room” anthology in these 
columns. :

| White and Negro 
Spirituals

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HE newest contributor to the 

nsettled controversy about the 

origins of the Negro spirituals 
is George Pullen Jackson of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. Mr. Jackson, a mu- 
sician, musicologist and a patient 
investigator; has just written a 
fascinating book called “White 
and Negro Spirituals,” whose pur- 
pose is to show the kinship  be- 
tween the two and to trace the 
derivations of both. 

In the course of his discussion, 
Mr. Jackson commits himself un- 
reservedly to the belief that the 
Negro spirituals were conscious or 
unconscious adaptations of white 
gospel songs and that the latter 
were descended, in the main, from 
English and Irish folk songs. The 
other side of the controversy, of 
course, denies this theory in toto 
and claims that the _ spiritual 
were original with the American 
Negroes. 

The burden of Mr. Jackson’s 
case—which incidentally is not at 
all contentious in tone—rests on 
demonstrable similarities between 
Negro and white spirituals. These 
comparisons will be new to many 
white readers for, as it happens, 
the Negro spirituals are more fa- 
miliar to the general public, both 
white and colored, than the white. 
The former have been carried into 
the concerts halls, moving pictures 
and radio by singers of both races. 
The latter, despite the popularity 
of such singers as Roy Acuff, are 
still largely cogfined to old song 
books and to singing groups, such 
as the Sacred Harp Singers.

The kinship between the two) 
versions of “Old Time Religion” 
is much closer.

Aside from the comparisons be- 
tween the Negro and white tunes, 
Mr. Jackson's book is extremely 
interesting and valuable because 
of what it tells about the devel- 
opment of white American folk 
music, or rather that considerable 
part of it which is connected with 
religious worship. 

The white &piritual, says Mr. 
Jackson, was produced by the dis- 
senting Protestant American com- 
bining religious texts with folk 
tunes in his religious exercises. 
He emphasizes the fact that it 
was the dissenting element among 
the Amerigan Christian worship- 
pers who were thus involved be- 
cause the rites that they practice 
demanded something closer to the 
folk spirit than the traditional 
pealm tunes that their ancestors 
had sung in England and that 
were still employed in the more 
staid religious communities along 
the Eastern seaboard. 

x * 

THE EARLIEST known source 
of these religious folksongs was 
the “Christian Harmony,” com- 
piled by one Jeremiah Ingalls of 
Newbury, Vt. Whether Ingalls 
composed the lyrics or merely ed- 
ited them is not clear, but the 
songs that appeared in, his book, 
words and music, were subsequent- 
ly used at revivals, camp meetings 
and rural religious gatherings of 
all sorts ‘throughout the colonies. 

In the ensuing years, a great 
many other song books of a simi- 
lar nature were published end in 
the course of time, many of the 
tunes underwent considerable 
transformation, These song books | 
constitute Mr. Jackson’s source | 
material. The publisher is J. J. 
Augustine, New York,

So many good cooks have 
gone on and on trying to prepare 
brains so that they would be ac- 
ceptable, They are most successful 
when there is a complete camou- 
flage, The braing in the following 


recipe make a complete hideaway. 
Scrambled Eggs With Calf Brains. 

One-half pound calf brains, 
cooked; one-half teaspoon salt; 
one tablespoon vinegar; one table- 
spoon chopped onion; one-fourth 
pound (1 cup) coarsely chopped 
mushrooms; three tablespoons 
margarine; one teaspoon salt; six 
eggs, well beaten. 

Soak brains in cold water 30 
minutes. Drain and barely cover 
with boiling water. Add salt and 
vinegar and simmer 20 minutes. 
Drain and cover with cold water. 
Remove the membrane covering 
then break brains into small 
pieces. Coow onion and mush- 
rooms in margarine in a medium 
sized skillet over low heat, stir- 
ring constantly, Add brains. Add 
salt, the eggs and beat with a 
fork, then pour them over the 
contents in the skillet. Increase 
heat slightly, then stir mixture 
until eggs are set. Turn out unto 
a platter. Serve immediately.

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N THE shoulders of Lieutenant-General Mark W. Clark lies the 
responsibility for leading the Fifth Army troops out of their 
grim deadlock with the Germans at Anzio beachhead and Cas- 

sino to unite with the British Eighth Army in a victorious march on 
Rome. Despite criticism leveled at him and other Allied commanders 
in Italy over their failure to follow up the advantage gained by the 
daring landing at Anzio, the tall, lean-faced leader recently declared 
in a special message to his troops that the march on Rome is “sure to 
come.” Most military observers believe General Clark is doing a 
good job, slow progress at Anzio notwithstanding. They point out that 
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Lieutenant-Genera] Mark W. Clark. 


Clark’s men have had to contend with many unfavorable factors. Not 
only have the Germans had benefit of superior forces and shorter sup- 
ply lines in most instances, weather and terrain also favored them. 

Clark, who first gained fame with his under-cover coup with the 
French that paved the way for the American invasion of North Africa 
in 1942, is 47 years old and the Army’s youngest three-star general. 
Son of an Army colonel and born in a New York Army barracks on 
May 1, 1896, he has spent his entire life in a military atmosphere. At 
West Point, he was a classmate of General Dwight D. Eisenhower, the 
Allied commander-in-chief. He first saw active service in the first 


World War and was wounded at the front. The Fifth Army leader, 
married and father of two children, is exceedingly, popular with his 
men; spends much of his time at the front and has had many narrow 


escapes. Recently he was within 100. yards of a German bomb ex- 
plosion on the Anzio beachhead and rescued a British driver from the 
wreckage of a burning truck. On a previous trip, he narrowly es- 
caped death when shells killed several officers in his P-T boat. He 
has had many decorations, including the Distinguished Service Cross 
awarded him personally by President Roosevelt for “extraordinary 
heroism in action” at Scllecno. Also won Distinguished Service Medal.

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MERICAN and British airmen in the last 16 days of Feb- 
A ruary made impressive ee in their campaign to

and February 29, a total of 44 raids were made on Germany 
and bordering occupied countries by bombers based in Eng- 
land and Italy. tha, an important aircraft center, was 
blasted four times. Heaviest blows were struck during the six 
days ended February 25 when the Allies in day and night 
raids subjected Augsburg and at least 14 other centers of 
py aircraft production to the greatest aerial onslaught 
in history. ! 

During that week alone, when day after day 1000-bomb- 
er raids materialised in a sudden succession, it is believed 
that upwards of 1000 German aircraft were either put out of 
the fight permanently or for an extended period. e Nazis 
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lost 652 planes in air combat with the Americans alone. Cost 
of this success to the Allies was not small. About 3500 airmen 
were killed or forced down; 378 bombers and 50 fighters cost- 
ing, roughly, $100,000,000 were lost. But the losses can be 
stood more easily by the Allies than the Germans. According 
to an American spokesman in London, Germany's twin- 
engined fighter plane production has been cut 80 per cent and 
single-engined fighter production lowered 60 per cent since 
January 1. ht to cao believed that the pool of qualiehie Eas 
personnel is low. In 1940 there werd. thousands of 
well-trained pilots aere to replace those shot down over 
Britain or the Channel. After three and a half years of war, 
this great pool no longer exists. Enemy fighter pilots shot 
down and cap in the Mediterranean area turn out 
to be transport or bomber pilots given a “lick a E. 
fighter training. The same is believed true of those shot down 
over Germany; at any rate, the Luftwaffe is definitely weaker.

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ENICILLIN, the new drug 

which is performing im- 

portant services, is now 
being produced in greatly in- 
creased quantities as a result 
of a technique. developed in 
the Northern Regional Re 
search Laboratory of the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture at Peoria, Illinois. 
Output of the drug, which al- 
ready has many surprising 
cures to its credit, is still too 
slow to supply both military 
and civilian needs. Penicillin 
is effective in fighting certain 
disease bacteria against which 


sulfa drugs are being used, as 


well as some that do not yield 
to the sulfa compounds. 

Sulfa drugs can be manufac- 
tured in quantity because they 


can be produced synthetically. 
The penicillin molecule is so 
complex that it has not yet 
been synthesized. The new 
drug so far can be obtained 
only as a secretion given off 
during growth of a green mold 
known as penicillium notatum. 
The mold is closely related to 
that of stale bread and Roque- 
fort cheese. British scentists 
first discovered the power of 
the mold secretion to halt the 
reproduction of staphylococci, 
the pus-forming bacteria that 
prevent healing of wounds 
and sometimes cause fatal 
bone and blood diseases. 
They could not determine how 
to produce penicillin on a com- 
mercial scaie and turned to the 
United States for assistance. 
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Scientists at the Peoria labora- 
tory, who had built up one of 
the largest mold collections in 
the world, welcomed the op 
portunity. They discovered 
the best menu to force the 
mold to produce a maximum 
quantity of penicillin was a 
mixture of organic salts and 
corn steep liquor with a little 
sugar added. This is inocu- 
lated with a pure culture of the 
penicillin. The vessel in which 
the mold is placed is kept at 
a temperature of 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit for six to eight 
days. By then, the mold has 
formed a thick rubbery mat on 
the surface of a dark-colored 
liquid containing among bdther 
ingredients, penicillin. The val- 
nable drug is then extracted.
